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COMING BACK TO THEIR PLACES 


During the last few months, some of the Museum’s finest works of 
art have been moved back to their accustomed spots, in galleries 
under glass roofs and skylights. Up from lower rooms and corri- 
dors, where steel and concrete had shielded them from possible 
bombing, have come Filippino Lippi’s Holy Family, the bronze 
Dancing Siva, and a group of fragile Persian vases. More will 
follow. Other museums in the eastern states are taking similar 
steps; some of them bringing back objects which had been sent 
far inland. The work is not being done all at once, for danger is 
still possible. But it seems remote enough to permit a gradual 
return, so that people may again enjoy their treasures under 
favorable conditions. 


The exhibits are welcomed back to their proper places, not only 
for their own sake, but as signs and portents of approaching peace. 
In Europe and parts of Asia, the villagers are coming back to 
what is left of their homes and churches; fearfully, like forest 
animals after a hurricane, but with a sense of returning strength 
as they step once more upon their own freed plots of land. Soon 
the soldiers, too, will come back home; some victorious and 
some defeated; some to plows or factories, and some to school- 
rooms to pick up again unfinished textbooks. 


Back to their, rightful places in school and college, then, will 
come the subjects now pushed aside by military necessity: the 
humanities—history, literature, music, philosophy, and art— 
subjects worth studying in themselves, for their intrinsic contri- 
bution to the value of life. They will not push out the practical 
subjects, but a healthier balance will be restored. It will be 
fortunate if the war ends before the machinery of liberal educa- 
tion, its personnel and institutions, are deeply injured by neglect. 


The war will not be forgotten, nor will it be assumed with hasty 
optimism that all troubles are finally over. The means of protect- 
ing our cherished possessions, tangible and intangible, will be 
kept ready at hand in case the need should again arise. But the 
time seems not far off when all the works of art can be back in 
their places, and all the lights turned on. THOMAS MUNRO
